One of the most important laws enacted by the Ohio 


General Assembly this winter protects the people of the 
state from the danger's incident to alleged examination of 
Ihe eyes by persons who are incompetent and who do 
more harm than good. 


The Matthews Bill which has l>ecn approved by the 


governor gives legal standing to the profession of Opto- 
metry. 


The large number of persons in Ohio who have been 


praclk-ing Optomclry have tried for many years to have 
a law enacted lo protect the people against the dangers of 
imscienlific examination of the eyes. The Matthews law 
is a successful culmination of these years of endeavor. 


The law says that after January first, 1920, it shall be 


unlawful for any IHTSOII without a slate license, to prac- 
tice Oplomelry or attempt to determine by examination 
of Ihe eyes, Ihe kind of glasses needed by any person. The 
governor shall ap|K>int a Slate Board of Optoinetry, con- 
sisting of five |>crsons, and anyone desirous of engaging 
in the practice of Oplomelry must pass examinations pre- 
scribed by this IxKird. After the first of July 1920, the 
public will be fully protected against the ma I -practice 
Ihat follows non-professional examinations of the eyes, 
for by that d;ilc every iK-rson engaged in the practice of 
Oplomelry must have had a license. 


The law sjurifically protects the |x*oplc against Ihe 


house lo house canvasser, Ihe sired-corner eye-glass fil- 
ler and the establishment of icni|M>rary offices.
